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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicants have now amended claims 10 and 12 to recite that the tissue is immersed in a treating solution 
containing a detergent in the absence of a fixation chemical. Additionally, claim 12 has been amended to recite that the "immunogenecity 
of the tissue is substantially diminished." These newly added limitations would require further considerations and/or search with regard to 
112, 1 st paragraph, as well as new search considerations. 



Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The proposed claim amendments have not been 
entered, therefore Applicants' arguments, which depend upon the propsed claim amendments, are not considered. The prior rejections of 
record are maintained as follows: Claim 12 remains rejected under 112, 1st paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description 
requirement, with regard to new matter.
